NEWSPAPER ETHICS. 

Wo find the following interesting pas- 
ange in a letter from Chicago to the Spec- 
tator, saya tho New York Nation, doscribing 
tho impressions of some recent English 
visitore to this country :— 

‘We wero inthe Fair grounds at all 
honrs of the day and early night for weeks; 
and never heatdof any pockat-picking; nor 
yot did wo hear an angry word, much less 
nn cath. Altogether, ve saw so little that 
was evil, and sv much that vas good, that 
wo began to wonder where all the wicked 
people whose doings mude our blood ron 
cold in the daily papers weroto bo found. 
Theso papers aro a national calamity. With 
very few exceptions, they acum to sarvo up 
a hanquet of brutal horrors to readers who 
will enjoy to the full evory turn of the 
scrow of the rack on whioh the murdorer 
pluces hia vietins,and every agony of parents 
swho atill love the children whose evil deeds 
are made all too public. To an onterpris- 
ing editor jn America, ‘no home has any 
privacy, no fecling of the heart any sanotity. 
‘The sins and suiferings of une-half of the 
world are to furnish the delights of the 
other ; and scarcely a horror can ba named 
which escapes serving ss an occasion for nm 
jest. Ifa mon has the miefortune to lose 
‘a log in a terrible acvident, the headline of 
the paragraph which announces this is 
“lis leg goes to Heaven beiore hima.” Ifa 
couple of lovers are killed by lightning, we 
read, ‘ Lightning takes off two.’ A lynch- 
ing is gracofully described as * a neck-tio 
party.” Wore things wight be quoted, but 
wa refrain ; aod yet, though these papers 
live and prospor, the people we eve are as 
tender und compassionate a3 the heart of 
man cau deaito,’ 


This remarkably accurate definition of 
the ‘live’ American uewapaper of the 
period raises a question which has troubled 
thoughtful minds for some time, and that 
is, Who are the readers who like these news- 
papers! Onvseldom or never meote a por- 
son who will admit that he likes them, or 
who says tha} he would discontinue them 
were they to stop publishing the dnily 
“banquet of brutel horror’ scandal, and 
filth ; yet one mevta constantly people who 
denounce them as public nvisances and ex- 
press unbounded contompt for tho oditora 
who conduct them, Even these editors 
themec!ves appear to bo harassed with 
doubta about the attractiveness of their 
warea, for they ard continnilly offering 
“prizés’ or bribes of one land or anather to 
induea peopl to buy their papers. If hor- 
rors, scandala, exposures of private life, 
sero the thiugs which tho ‘public wants 
above all eo in a newspaper, why bribe 
them thus? So” in regard tu the ase of 
‘cuts.’ It is evidently tho belief of the 
editors of our great dailies that ‘outa’ are 
a wonderful attraction, but how cften does 
one mect a reader whu does not ridioulo 
them and wish thoy were out of the paper? 
Indood, it was only a for days ays that 
one of the papers formerly most disfigured 
in this way published a leltor from a reader 
praising the paper's reports of the yacht- 
races, and sying that he enjoyed them all 
the more because they were net broken up 
with ‘cate,’ 


There is clearly a mystery hese, aud wo 
know of nooue so well qualified t> explain 
it as tho editors themselves. They murt 
have reasons for their cunduct, Take for 
axamplo that great jouruslist why, for at 
least. eix months, was heited by his‘ ad- 
miters as the most wouderfal editor the 
world had ever known, aud who when he 
was told by ene of his reporters that a ponr 
demented woman hard delivered a wild 
hurongne ina public hall which wns so in- 
deeent thal men os well us women werp 
forced to leave, exclaimed, * Immense | 
Give st a page That won taust have had 
some reason for thinking that his paper 
would bebonctited by giving up a page 10 
sach ‘news What wasit? Why should 
he think Wat pouple sould be eager to 
read in apewspaper thu very things they 
bad tried tu escape from when they wero 
suid to themin a public place? His answer 
upon this poiut would throw light upon the 
whole theory of bis kind of journalism. In 
private life, a man or woman who goes 
abuut prying into other peuple’s business, 
discovering and disclusiug fautly seercts, 
dragging from their sacred abodes private 
griefa and holding them up to the pablic 
gaze, is 4 social outcuat, hated and joathed 
of al mer, By what process of reasoning 
does an editor imagine that he becumes

nese art, religion, and thonght generaily. 
Similar, too, are the idealized accounts of 
actual occurreuoes especially of Chiness ver- 
sicne of rists against the foreigners, Dr 
Foll, well versed in anatomy, and a lover 
vf exact delnition, may exclaim at his lei~ 
«ure: ‘AJl Chinamon are liars’; but we, 
for once euphemistic, do butaffirm them to 
be a Nation of artista. 

And us with the recorders of past events, 
so with prosent-dey memorialists of all 
cjasees. 

To a Westerner this is bewildering when 
he wants toget at the exact truth of eome- 
thing whichconcerns him, Giviog a picture 
ofa certain laodseape, find the actual cou- 
tour of the hills there represeuted as heaven- 
uepiring mountains; given a bigh-caloured 
dawb, findont the ral scene thus idealized. 
A prublem this which baffles the foreigner

‘Another fellow, who was so terrified that 
ho theught the day of judgment was break- 
ing, etuck his head in s atack of barley, 
jleaving bis tronk and luwer limbs freely 
exposed, and when stood upon his feet 
commencod yelling like a Comancho In. 
dian, All attempts to pacify him and 
maka him underatand that he was not to 
be injured, but that ho wos to simply move 
on to another locality, seamed futile, until 
accrn knife was hold in close proximity to 
his lung queue, Tho, fellow's solicitude for 
that part of hie anatomy secmed stronger 
than his desire to live, and he jerked loose 
and ran belowing toward the sea.
